SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 


The computer printout entitled Teen Cum Party- Free Preview Page 3 Of 3 \s 
classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The publication is a black and white computer printout on a sheet of A4 paper, and has 
been downloaded from a sexually explicit website. Half of the computer printout is 
made up of sexually explicit photographs and captions indicating the website's 
depictions of sexual activities. The remainder of the computer printout is blank. 

The computer printout is intended to sexually arouse the viewer as well as advertise a 
website. Within this context the computer printout contains photographs and text 
which degrade the women presented, and women in general. However, the 
Classification Office considers the degrading aspect is such that a restriction to adults 
is sufficient to minimise the likelihood of injury deriving from the computer printout’s 
availability, while only minimally interfering with the freedom of expression contained in 
the New Zealand Bill Of Rights Act 1990. 
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
